provider's insurance policy. The Fund is not liable for
intentional crines or punitive damages. The Board shall also
establish by rule the maxi num amount recoverable fromthe Fund.
The Board shall be conprised of physician, attorney, insurance

i ndustry, hospital and general public representatives and the
Director of the Departnment of Insurance. The Governor, with the
advi ce and consent of the Senate, shall appoint all menbers. Al
licensed M ssouri health care providers nust participate in the
fund. The anount of nenbership fees and surcharges shall be
determ ned by the Board. The Board shall set minimumliability
limts for each nmedical mal practice insurance policy by rule.

STATUTE OF LI M TATIONS - The act nodifies the exception to the
two-year statute of limitations in cases involving nmnors.

JO NT AND SEVERAL LIABILITY - Only in nedical mal practice
actions, the act requires the court to enter judgnent against
each liable party based on their percentage of fault and on the
principle of joint and several liability up to certain dollar
anount s depending on the fault of the plaintiff and the
percentage fault of the defendant.

AFFIDAVIT OF MERIT - This provision would require (current lawis
di scretionary) a court to dism ss any nedical melpractice claim
for which the plaintiff fails to file an affidavit stating that
he or she has obtained the witten opinion of a health care

provi der which states that the defendant failed to use such care
as a reasonably prudent and careful health care provider would
have under sinmilar circunmstances and that such failure caused the
plaintiff's damages.

BENEVOLENT GESTURES - This provision woul d make statenents,
writings, or benevol ent gestures expressing synpathy or a genera
sense of benevol ence relating to the pain, suffering, or death of
a person involved in an accident inadm ssible as evidence in a
civil action. Statenents of fault, however, shall not be

i nadm ssi bl e.

THI RD PARTY ACTIONS - The act prohibits suits against health care
provi ders by or on behalf of a third party nonpatient for
rendering health care services to a patient whose subsequent act
is a proxi mate cause of injury or death to the third party unl ess
the care provided was in wllful and wanton or reckless disregard
of a foreseeable risk of harmto third persons.

"Honestead" is defined to include farm houses and
surrounding land up to five acres; the termapplies to nmulti-unit
dwel lings and permits a the percentage of the building conprising
the dom cile be considered a honestead; no honestead property
may include nore than five acres.

The maxi mumincone limt for deferring 100% of property
taxes is set at $32,000.

"Househol d i ncome" includes all household income for the
property (includes children or other relatives inconme if they
live on the property).

SECTI ON 135.039 (Election of deferral):

A taxpayer may el ect to defer property taxes under the act
bet ween January 1 and Cctober 15 of any year. The election is
made by filing a formwith the County Clerk who will forward the
formto the Departnent of Revenue (DOR).

I f household i ncome exceeds $32K then the taxpayer may
qualify for the program but the amobunt that nay be deferred will
be reduced by 50 cents for each dollar of incone above $32K. |If
househol d i ncome exceeds $64K, no deferral will be permtted.

DOR shall notify the owners of a homestead that neets the
i ncome requirements pursuant to the above provision

If a taxpayer in the program does not file a return, the
taxpayer will be given 30 days notice before refusing to defer
taxes for the next tax year.

If upon audit a taxpayer's household income is found to be
in excess of $32K, then the DOR shall determ ne the ampunt that
shoul d not have been deferred and pursue that amount as if it
were an inconme tax deficiency.

If upon audit a taxpayer's household income is found to be
less than the limtation in the first provision of this section
the DOR shall determ ne the anmpbunt that should have been deferred
and treat it as an income tax refund.

SECTI ON 135. 066 (Deferral of tax increases): Any
t axpayer (s) who has a household i ncome of up to $64K may defer
the amount of property tax that has increased since the year
follow ng their 62nd birthday.

Paynments are nmade to the DOR.

Paynments may be made by the taxpayer or spouse, next of kin,

Such bonds are by their terms callable for paynent and
redenption in advance of their date of maturity and are duly
called for paynent and redenption; and

Such bonds are voluntarily surrendered by the hol der for
exchange for refundi ng bonds.

The comnmi ssioner may issue refunding bonds in the anmount
sufficient to payoff and redeemthe bonds to be refunded, under
the sane ternms for the revenue bonds.

list of community econonic benefits to result fromthe project, a
list of devel opnent subsidies already received and any public

i nvestments al ready made or to be nade, a statenent of whether
the devel opment will reduce or reassign enploynent as a result of
any restructuring of the parent conpany, and a certification by
the chief officer of the applicant as to the accuracy of the
application. |[If the granting body approves the application it
will subnmit the application to the DOR & DED

Thereafter, the granting body will submit a progress report
with the DED annually. The report will contain basic information
plus follow up information to conpare the predictions fromthe
above application with the actual results from being provided the
devel opnent subsidy. The details of this report are enunerated
in the act.

Granting bodes and the recipient corporations shall file
annual progress reports for the duration of the subsidy, but at
| east for five years. On the two year anniversary of the project

the granting body shall file a report wherein it shall indicate
whet her the corporate parent has nmintained ninety percent of its
enpl oynment in the state. The corporation will be required to
provide all such information, and failure to do so will result in

a fine of $500 per day after the deadline for the report.

A granting body shall not award a devel opnent subsidy if the
cost per job is greater than $35,000. Certain mnimum wage
requi rements are established in the act, with | ower requirenents
for small businesses. The act requires that the recipient
corporation fulfill its job creation and wage requirenments for
the project site within two years of the subsidy and maintain
such goal for the duration of the subsidy, but at least for five
years. The corporate parent nust maintain at |east ninety
percent of its enploynent in the state as | ong as the devel opnent
subsidy is in effect, but for at least five years. Failure to
nmeet these requirenments will cause the granting body to recapture
a portion of the devel opnent subsidy. Failure to neet the above

enpl oynment requirenents for three consecutive years will result
in loss of the subsidy. After |osing the subsidy, the recipient
corporation will refund all remaining value of the subsidy to the

granting body.

Enf orcenment of the provisions of this act will be avail able
to any income taxpayer or organization representing taxpayers in
the state. Attorney's fees are granted to such prevailing
plaintiff.

i nput fromregul ated snmall busi nesses and prepare an annua
eval uation report to the Governor. The Board shall not have the
power to interfere with an agency or adm nistrative enforcenent
action, intervene in |legal actions between a small business and
an agency, or subpoena w tnesses or docunents.

The Board shall consist of two nenbers appointed by the

Any agency that can assess adninistrative penalties or fines
shall consider waiving or reducing such fines upon a business if
the busi ness neets certain conditions relating to correction of
the violation by the business or the unintentional nature of the
violation. The act sets out conditions where the agency is not
required to consider the waiver or reduction of the fine.

A smal |l business may seek a declaratory judgnent if there is
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a claimof a material violation by the state agency regarding the
smal | busi ness inpact statenent for the proposed rule.

the effective date of this act shall be $250.

A claimant is not ineligible for unenployment benefits even

t hough they are not actively and earnestly seeking work if such
failure is because the individual is participating in a state
approved drug or al cohol treatnent program

The act changes existing | aw by not allow ng an individua
to receive conpensation during the waiting week prior to
recei ving unenpl oynment benefits. Under current |aw the waiting
week is conpensable after the 9th conpensabl e week. Further

suspensi on of four or nore weeks shall be treated as a discharge.

An of fer of suitable work shall be conclusively established

if an enployer notifies the claimnt by any formof certified
mai | of such an offer. |If a deputy finds a clainmant has been

di scharged for m sconduct connected with work, the clainmnt shal

be disqualified for waiting week credit or benefits during the
base period until such tinme the clainmnt has earned wages for
wor k insured pursuant to law. |If the claimnt has been

di squalified on nore than one occasion within the base period,
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the claimnt shall be required to earn wages in excess of eight
times the maxi num weekly benefit amount for each
di squalification.

The act, in Section 288.060, renmpves the exenption for
term nati on pay, severance pay, and elected officials, thus
all owi ng such to be considered wages pursuant to this |aw

The act establishes that where the successor of a business
was an enpl oyer who was subject to a different contribution rate
within the year, the Division will recalculate as of the date of
the acquisition. The recalculation shall apply beginning the 1st
day of the next cal endar quarter. The successor enployer shal
use its rate for the quarter in which acquisition was nade.

The act adds a provision which states that in addition to
the noney fromthe federal governnent and any noney from state
bonds i ssued pursuant to Section 288.330, a fee for the purpose
of paynment of the principal, interest, and administrative
expenses shall be required by each enpl oyer. The act sets how
the amobunt is to be determ ned. For noney collected for state
bonds pursuant to Section 288.128, RSMo, the General Assenbly
must appropriate such noney before it nay be used to repay such
i ndebt edness. If the CGeneral Assenbly does not appropriate such
funds then the noney shall be placed within the specia
enpl oynment security fund.

Such state departnents, divisions and agencies that fal
under the purview of the Wagner-Peyser Act shall have the power
to contract with private entities for the purpose of providing
enpl oynment and re-enpl oynent services.

The act allows noney from state bonds issued pursuant to
Section 288.330 to go into the state enpl oynent security fund and
be used as appropriated by the General Assenbly.

The act, in Section 288.330, renoves the prohibition that
the state not issue bonds or otherw se borrow noney to pay
unenpl oyment benefits.

The Conmi ssion
shall provide for repaynent of bonds, may pledge noney for the
paynment of bonds if the General Assenbly appropriates funds for
such purpose. The act establishes that bonds issued pursuant to
this section are not debts of the state, such bonds are only
payabl e fromrevenue provided for such paynent pursuant to
Section 288.330. The owner of any bonds issued pursuant to this
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section shall, at the time of purchase, agree to waive any right
of recovery and forever hold harml ess the state and any agency,
political corporation or political subdivision thereof. The bond
owner shall agree the sole source of revenue for repaynent of
such bonds shall be those revenues derived from contributions
recei ved pursuant to 288.128 RSMb. Further, the subdivision
states what nust be stated on the bonds. The act states that the
state will not linmit or alter the rights vested in the Comm ssion
to fulfill agreements nade with owners of such bonds until the
bonds are fully discharged. The Conm ssion may provide for the
fl ow of funds, establishment and naintenance of separate accounts
wi thin the special enploynent security fund. Further, the

commi ssion may provide for other necessary actions with respect
to the fund and nay issue bonds to repay those outstandi ng bonds.
Further, the bonds, transactions related to bonds and profits
from such bonds are not taxable by the state or any politica
subdi vi sion thereof. The Comm ssion nay place the proceeds, |ess
i ssuance costs of bonds in the state unenpl oyment conpensation
fund and use such funds for the purposes the fund was created
for. If the noney is not placed i mediately in the fund, such
money shall be held in the special enploynment security fund unti
transferred to the state unenpl oynent conpensation fund. The
Comm ssion may enter into any contract or agreenent necessary or
desirable to effect cost effective financing.

The provisions of Section 288.330, when in conflict with
ot her |l aw shall be superior to such conflicting law. Should the
state be subject to | oss of federal funds available to it, the
Conmi ssion nmay adm nister this subsection in such a way to
conformwith the federal requirenents until the General Assenbly
has an opportunity to anend this subsection accordingly.

Except as otherwi se provided by law, it shall be unl awful
for any person or entity in any way associated with the Division
of Unenpl oynment Security to nake known in any manner, permit the
i nspection or use of or divulge to anyone any information
obtai ned by an investigation or received from any ot her
governnmental entity with respect to enploynment |aws. However,
this shall not apply to the disclosure of information by an
i ndi vi dual charged with such information's custody or disclosure
of such information in a judicial proceeding brought to enforce
the enpl oyment |aws of this state. Any person in violation of
this section is guilty of a Class D fel ony.

i nspector, risk assessor, |ead abatenent worker, |ead abatenent
supervi sor, project designer, or contractor |licensed by the
Department.

Restrictions on record keeping and advertising are
speci fied. License disciplinary procedures are specified. The
Board is given rulemaking authority. The Department of Public
Safety shall establish guidelines to permt private investigators
to carry conceal ed firearnms which shall not be greater that the
POST st andar ds.

The Board shall certify qualified trainers of private
i nvestigators. Persons who knowingly falsify fingerprints or
phot ographs required to be submtted is a Class D fel ony.

At |east one nenber
of the board shall be the owner of a business in the district and
at | east one menber shall be the owner of a lodging facility in
the district. Two of the nmenmbers of the board nmust reside in the
district. The board will have the power to have a seal, sue and
be sued, enter into contracts or other agreenents affecting the
affairs of the district, to borrow noney, to i ssue bonds, to
acqui re and di spose of real and personal property, to refund
bonds wi thout an election, to manage the affairs of the district,
to hire agents, and to anmend and adopt byl aws.

The district may subnmit to its voters a sales tax of up to
one-quarter of one percent. The act includes ballot |anguage to
that effect. The act also includes the creation of a fund to
recei ve such sales tax revenue and instructs the Director of the
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Department of Revenue to authorize disbursenments to the district.
The tax shall be reduced automatically to a rate of one-tenth of
one percent after twenty-five years unless an extension is voted
upon by the voters in the district.

This act mekes a technical change to delete the requiremnment
that the treasurer make the di sbursenents in the case of an
over paynent, as such is not required for non-state funds.

Student eligibility qualifications include: residency,
successful conpletion of a core curriculum high schoo
graduation with a mninmum 2.5 GPA, extracurricular activity
i nvol verent, a conposite score on the ACT of at |east 18 on the
1989 version or its equivalent, and certain financial needs.

Students fromfamlies with annual adjusted gross incones of
l ess than $25,000 are eligible for a full scholarship. Students
fromfamlies with annual adjusted gross incones of between
$25, 000 and $35,000 are eligible for partial scholarships on a
sliding scale, and students whose fam lies have an annua
adj usted gross incone of nore than $35,000 are not eligible
wi t hout a showi ng of hardship because of |arge medical bills.

The act sets requirenents for a student to nmaintain the
schol arshi p, including participation in a work study program
The Coordi nati ng Board for Hi gher Education is designated to
adm ni ster the program and nmake necessary rules and regul ati ons.

The schol arshi p program shall be funded by a one percent per
annum earni ngs tax on the salaries, wages, comm ssions and other
conpensati on of nonresidents and on the net profits of
associ ations, businesses, and other activities conducted by
nonresi dents. Organi zati ons exenpt fromthe earnings tax include
religious, charitable, scientific or educational associations or
corporations, civic groups organized to pronote the socia
wel fare and cl ubs organi zed for pleasure, recreation, or other
nonprofit purposes.

Moneys from the earnings tax shall be deposited in the
newl y-created General Assenbly Schol arship Program Fund. The
Depart ment of Revenue shall establish rules and regulations to
coll ect and enforce the earnings tax.

The provisions of this act are effective January 1, 2005.
This act is identical to SB 140 from 2003.

SB 881 - This act requires health carriers that offer
heal th benefit plans in this state on or after January 1,
2005, to provide coverage for nental health conditions.
Mental health conditions are defined as those listed in the
nost recent edition of the Diagnostic and Statistical Manua
of Mental Disorders. Coverage for nmental health conditions
cannot have rates, terns, or conditions that place a greater
financial burden on an insured for nental health condition
than for physical health condition. This nmandated benefit
shall not apply to supplenental insurance policies, life care
contracts, accident-only policies, specified disease policies
or other specific policies.

The act al so nodifies some of the standards for chenica
dependency coverage and repeals several sections relating to

mental illness and addictive disorders. The sections repeal ed
i nclude current exceptions to the requirenment that health
i nsurers who cover services for nental illness and addictive

di sorders provide the sane coverage as they do for physica
illness. These provisions include exceptions that allow
insurers to limt inpatient hospital treatnent for nenta
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illness to 90 days per year (Section 376.811.2), place annua
and lifetime limts on al cohol and drug abuse treatnent
services (Section 376.827), and exclude or apply different
limts to certain specified services (Section 376.833).

SB 882 - This act expands the definition of "animal
facility"” to include an animal farm ng operation, business or
organi zati on that engages in the agricultural production or
scientific research, including barns, buildings or other
structures.

This act mekes it illegal to rel ease, steal, or
intentionally cause injury to aninmals at these facilities. O her
prohi bitions include but are not linmted to, damagi ng, stealing
or vandalizing property within the facility, illegally obtaining
records fromthe facility, and the release or theft of animals
froma facility. Penalties are laid out for violations of these
prohi bitions as are recovery provisions for persons damaged by
t hose who violate the act.

The act makes it a Class D felony if a person photographs,
vi deot apes or otherw se obtains inages w thout the express
written consent of the animal facility, froma |location not
| egally accessible to the public.

This act mekes it a Class B felony for a person to
intentionally or knowi ngly rel ease or introduce any pathogen or
di sease in or near an animal facility that has the potential to
cause disease to an animal or that threatens the human health or
bi osecurity at the animal facility.

This act also gives the Director of the Departnment of
Agriculture the ability to initiate civil legal action in the
circuit court of the county where the violation occurred.

Credit for CGuaranty Fees in its entirety, was repeal ed by the
General Assenbly in SB 894 (2000). The M ssouri Suprenme Court

then found that bill to be in violation of the clear title
requirenent in the Constitution. Thus, the Small Business Tax
Credit for Guaranty Fees was never repealed and is still part of

our laws. However, once SB 894 passed, the Revisor of Statutes
removed the section fromthe printed version of the Revised
Statutes. The Revisor is not authorized to re-publish a section
of law that has been repealed by the legislature even if the

Suprene Court has overturned that repeal. This act would serve
to have the section re-published in the RSMb, but will not cause
any substantive change to the current |aw.

The act requires production of public records, and the fees

for copying shall not exceed the anounts charged by the Secretary
of State. The Attorney General is authorized to attenpt to
resol ve di sputers or conplaints, and to revi ew open and cl osed
records, except for privileged comunications. Cl osed records
shall remain closed, unless the Attorney General determ nes that
closure was unlawful, in which case he shall be entitled to use
the records in an action to enforce the Sunshine Law. The act
allows a civil penalty if a governmental body has "know ngly"
vi ol ated the Sunshine Law. Currently, the governnmental body nust
"purposely" violate the Sunshine Law. [If a purposeful violation
of the Sunshine Law is found, then the court may award costs and
reasonabl e attorneys fees to the other party.

Enf or cenent and Security Act".

This act creates the "Gun Show Enforcenment and Security
Act", which requires gun show producers to possess a
certificate of eligibility fromthe Department of Public
Safety in order to put on a gun show. The act requires gun
show producers to conplete the foll ow ng:

State famliarity with this act;

Provi de proof of at least one mllion dollars of
liability insurance;

Provide the Departnent of Public Safety with a Iist of
pl anned shows for the year

Provi de | aw enforcenent with a |ist of people or entities
participating in the showif requested before or during the
event;

Submit an annual event and security plan to the
Department of Public Safety and | aw enforcenment, and in the
event of nodification of such plan, provide updated
i nformati on;

I nform gun show vendors of the Gun Show Enforcenment and
Security Act's requirenents and if the vendor refuses to
conply, he/she cannot participate;

Create written contracts with gun show vendors t hat
contain a provision affirm ng the parties know edge of the Gun
Show Enf orcenment and Security Act;

Post signs with notices of information to the attendees
at the entrances of the show and the parking |ot;

If a gun show producer does not conply with these
requirenents, the violation is a Cl ass A m sdeneanor unless it
is a violation pertaining to posting signs, which is a Class B
m sdenmeanor. Other violations of these sections are an
infraction for the first offense and a Cl ass B m sdenmeanor for
subsequent violations. A wlful violation of these sections
though is a Class A nisdeneanor.

The act requires gun show or event vendors to certify in
writing to they intend to conply with the requirenments of this
Act and other applicable |aws, not engage in hate crines, and
ensure that the guns are unl oaded or secured. Vendors nust
al so provi de background information on himherself and
enpl oyees to the gun show producer. The gun show producer
must keep this information and nmeke it available to | aw
enforcenent if requested.

The act requires anmunition to be stored in closed
containers at gun shows. Wth limted exception, possession
of a firearmand its acconmpanying ammunition at the same tine
is prohibited at gun show events. All firearms brought to the
prem ses by the general public must be tagged and the tag
contains information about the owner.
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The act requires vendors and enpl oyees to wear nane tags
at the event and every person at the event to carry a
i dentification card.

The act prohibits anyone under the age of 18 to attend
the event wi thout being acconmpani ed by an adult (Sections
571. 160-571. 167).

BAN ON ASSAULT WEAPONS (Section 571.173) - This section of the
Act bans the manufacturing and possession of assault weapons
in the state of Mssouri. The manufacturing, selling, and

ot her transacti ons concerning certain weapons can be stopped
for a period of tine if the Attorney General brings an action
in circuit court for a "declaration of tenporary suspension”.
The court will then decide if the weapon should qualify as an
"assault weapon" permanently, and if so, all activities
concerning the assault weapon nust cease. During such
proceedi ngs, the Attorney General nust notify interested
parties. Any interested manufacturer nmay intervene in the
action in a tinmely manner. The Attorney General has the
burden of proof to prove that a weapon should be deemed an
"assault weapon" during the hearing.

The act requires the Attorney General to prepare a
description of the stated assault weapons and distribute the
material to | aw enforcenent agencies. Also, the Attorney
General nmust maintain a list of assault weapons to be
published in the Mssouri Code of Regul ati ons.

Under this act, manufacturing, distributing,
transporting, or inporting an assault weapon into the state is
a Class C felony. Manufacturers supplying groups such as | aw
enforcenent and state agencies are exenpted fromthis
prohi bi tion.

Under the act, anyone possessing an assault weapon is
guilty of a Class A nisdeneanor unless he/she possessed it
before the effective date or the date when the weapon was

added to the assault weapons list. In such cases, a first-
time violation is an infraction and the assault weapon is
returned to the owner. |If the court finds that the weapon is

a threat to public safety, it nmay order the owner to destroy
the assault weapon within 30 days. A failure to destroy the
weapon is a Class A misdenmeanor. Exceptions to the
prohi bi ti on agai nst possession of an assault weapon are nade
for various groups, such as |aw enforcenent and state

agenci es.

FI REARM DEALER REGULATI ONS ( Section 571.180) - This
section of the Act creates nunmerous regul ati ons concerning
firearm deal ers such as:
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Requiring a certificate of eligibility fromthe
Department of Public Safety;

Prohi biting residential dealers;

Mai ntaining a list of current enpl oyees and conduct
annual background check for enployees of a firearmdealer to
supply to |l aw enforcenent if requested;

Requiring dealers to have a burglar alarm connected to
the police departnent;

Defining a firearm "deal er” & necessary requirenents;

Requiring a 10 day wait period before delivering

firearns;
Requiring firearms to be stored to be stored securely or
unl oaded,;

Requiring firearms safety devices;
Prohi biting individuals from applying to purchase nore
than one firearmw thin a 30-day period,

A wilful violation of this section is a Class A m sdeneanor
and prohibits a dealer fromreceiving a certificate of
eligibility for one year

BALLI STI C FI NGERPRI NTI NG (Section 571.183) - This section of
the Act requires firearm manufacturers to ship a container
with a shell casing of a projectile discharged fromthe gun
and other information needed to identify the gun and shel
casi ng when transporting the gun for sale, rental, or
transfer. Dealers nust confirmto the Mssouri State H ghway
Patrol that the manufacturer conplied with the law. The
container is forwarded to the Highway Patrol Crime Laboratory
when the gun is sold. This section provides the Hi ghway
Patrol with a method to track guns that are later used in
crimes and identify them accurately.

LOCKI NG DEVI CES (Section 571.186) - This section of the Act
makes it unlawful for manufacturers to distribute conceal abl e
firearns or assault weapons unless the firearmor assault
weapon is equipped with a reusable child safety |ock, firearm
l ock or other |ocking device. This portion of the Act is
simlar to Senate Bill 152 (2003).

CHI LD ACCESS PROTECTI ON (Section 571.188) - This section of
the Act creates the offense of "unlawfully permtting a child
access to a firearnt' by storing or leaving a | oaded firearm
wi thin easy access of a child if the child intentionally

di scharges the firearmand inflicts injury or death. This
section of the Act creates exceptions to the offense and a
procedure to follow when a child is accidentally shot by

anot her famly memnber.

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SB 893 - This act mmkes various changes to the |aw regarding
conmuni ty devel opnent. Below is a section-by-section sumuary of
this act.

SECTI ON 99. 805 - The act creates and defines the follow ng
new terns in the Real Property Tax Increnent Allocation

Redevel opnent Act: "central business district", "economnc
activity taxes", "high unenploynent”, "lowfiscal capacity",
"noderate inconme", "new job", and "retail project"”.

SECTI ON 99. 810 - The act requires that a study be a part of
the basis for finding that a redevel opnment area on the whole is a
bl i ghted area, a conservation area, or an econom c devel opnent
area, and that such area has not be subject to growmh and
devel opnent through private investment. This study nmust state
that records were reviewed, inspections were nmade, conparisons
were made, or tasks undertaken denonstrating that the property
has not been devel oped through private enterprise over a period
of tinme. The act also requires an econonmic feasibility analysis
i ndicating the return on investnment of the proposed devel opnent
for project worth over $250,000 in TIF. Al docunents relating
to the study and other current requirenments nust be published
prior to 30 days of the adoption of the TIF plan. A resident may
enj oi n such adoption by suit or 5% of registered voters may
petition to have the plan delayed until the voters of the
muni ci pality can vote on the issue.

SECTION 99.845 - The act limts a portion of existing |aw
concerning sharing of paynents in |lieu of taxes anong affected
political subdivisions to apply only to blighted areas.

SECTI ON 99.866 - This section clarifies that the new section
added to the TIF | aw apply statew de except as provided in
subsections 2 and 3 of this section and section 99.867. All of
the new section apply to any redevel opment projects approved by a
muni cipality after July 1, 2004.

In subsection 2 of Section 99.866 the act provides that any
redevel opnent project consisting solely of public infrastructure
i mprovenents on public land requiring $250,000 or less in TIF, so
I ong as the bonds for such project will be paid off in seven
years or less, are exenpt fromthe provisions of Sections 99. 866
to 99.873; provided, however, no stringing of projects is
al l owed. No exenpt project pursuant to this section can be
combi ned with another exenpt project for a period of five years.

Subsection 3 of Section 99.866 applies to redevel opnent
projects for which eligible project redevel opnent costs are to be
paid fromthat portion of the total economic activity taxes and
paynments in lieu of taxes inposed by the nmunicipality only, and
real or potential revenues fromno other taxing jurisdictions are
i nvol ved. Such projects are exenpted fromthe provisions of
Sections 99.866 to 99.873.
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SECTI ON 99. 867 - This section provides the third exception
to the statew de provisions of Sections 99.866 to 99.873. It
provi des that for redevel opnent projects located entirely or
partially within netropolitan statistical areas of the state, the
muni ci pality and any proposed redevel opnent area have to neet the
requi rements of Section 99.810 and the foll ow ng:

(1) The host municipality or, for unincorporated areas, the
host school district has |low fiscal capacity;

(2) The census bl ock group or groups, as defined in the
nost recent census, containing the proposed redevel opment area
have hi gh unenpl oynent; or

(3) The nunicipality, census block group or groups, as
defined in the nost recent decennial census, containing the
proposed redevel opnment area are of mnpderate incone.

Those retail projects not |ocated entirely or partially
within a metropolitan statistical area in the state may use TIF
if the municipality finds conditions of blight or the are is a
conservation area. In addition, the area must neet the follow ng
addi ti onal characteristics:

(1) It mnmust be located in the central business district of
acity, town, or village;

(2) It must include only those parcels of real property
directly and substantially benefitted by the proposed
redevel opnent pl an;

(3) It can be renovated through one or nore redevel opnent
proj ects;

(4) The nedian age of structures within the area exceeds
30, and the establishments within them have generally suffered
from stagnant or declining taxable sales or corporate receipts
during the preceding three years;

(5) It is contiguous, provided, that a devel opnent area may
include up to three noncontiguous areas selected for
redevel opnent projects, provided that each nonconti guous area
neets the above requirenments; and

(6) The redevel opnent area will not exceed 10% of the
entire area of the nunicipality.

In addition, this section prohibits TIF from being used to
develop retail projects in areas outside the netropolitan
statistical areas of the state unless the area neets all the
criteria above.

Subsection 3 of Section 99.867 further restricts TIF to
prevent it from being used for nore than 5% of the tota
estimated redevel opment costs or 30% of the infrastructure costs,
whi chever is greater, of a project that is primarily retai
unl ess the redevel opnent is in a:

(1) Municipality;

(2) Census block group or group of block groups with a
medi an househol d i ncone | ess than 70% of that of the metropolitan
ar ea;
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(3) A distressed community as defined in Section 135.530;
(4) A federal enterprise zone or a federal enpowernent
zone.

Except where the redevel opnent project is contained in a
muni ci pality's conprehensive plan adopted prior to January 1,
2000, or it consumes |less than 10 acres of |and contiguous to a
central business district |ocated outside a nmetropolitan
statistical area of the state, TIF shall not be used where:

A licensee may accept collateral security fromthe principa
in a fiduciary capacity which collateral shall be returned upon
final termnation of liability on the bond. The |icensee nust
provi de a prenunbered witten recei pt and report the acceptance
of the collateral to the general bail bond agent.

This act allows the Departnment of Insurance to grant a
license without a witten examto a bail bond agent who was
licensed, immediately prior to applying with the Departnent, in
another state if the individual nmeets certain qualifications.
The Departnent of |nsurance may negotiate reciprocal compacts
wi th other states.

This act nodifies the reasons the Departnment of Insurance
may file a conplaint with the adm nistrative hearing conm ssion
against a license holder under this act or a person who fails to
renew his or her I|icense.

Applications for exam nation and |icensure as a surety
recovery agent shall be prescribed by the departnment and be
acconpani ed by proof that the applicant is a US citizen, is 21
years old, and has a high school diplom or GED. The conpl etion
of an approved training course with at |east 40 hours of training
is required. The act lists the areas which persons conducting
the training will have expertise in. Licensed bail bond agents
performng fugitive recovery must be licensed as a surety
recovery agent.

The Director shall issue a license for a period of one year
to any surety recovery agent |licensed in another jurisdiction
whose requirenents are sinmlar to those in Mssouri. The

director may negotiate reciprocal conpacts with other states
licensing entities.

It is a Class Dfelony if a person holds hinself out to be a
licensed surety agent without obtaining a Iicense. Wile
performng fugitive recovery, the agent nust display a photo
identification card.

A court may forfeit the bond and order an execution hearing
between 90 and 150 days after the person fails to appear. |If the
bail bond agent provides proof that it is physically inpossible
for the defendant, bail bond agent or surety to satisfy
conditions of the bond, the bail bond agent or surety shall be
rel eased fromliability and all noney and property deposited with
the court shall be returned within ten days. Upon forfeiture of
the bond, the court nmay order that the defendant's driver's
license be suspended until such tinme as the defendant has
satisfied the forfeiture.

The board will have the power to have a seal, sue and
be sued, enter into contracts or other agreenents affecting the
affairs of the district, to borrow noney, to i ssue bonds, to
acqui re and di spose of real and personal property, to refund
bonds wi thout an election, to manage the affairs of the district,
to hire agents, and to anmend and adopt byl aws.

The district may subnmit to its voters a sales tax of up to
one-quarter of one percent. The act includes ballot |anguage to
that effect. The act also includes the creation of a fund to
recei ve such sales tax revenue and instructs the Director of the
Department of Revenue to authorize disbursenments to the district.
The tax shall be reduced automatically to a rate of one-tenth of
one percent after twenty-five years unless an extension is voted
upon by the voters in the district.

An individual must be tested: 1) Upon entering the
Department of Corrections; 2) Before release froma county
jail, detention facility, state correctional facility, nenta
health facility, or other institution; 3) Upon being admtted
to Mssouri from another state pursuant to an interstate
conmpact; or 4) Wiile under the jurisdiction of the Departnent
of Corrections, if the person is already under such
jurisdiction. If an individual is currently under the
jurisdiction of the Departnment of Corrections, he or she may
not be rel eased before the end of the maxi mumterm avail abl e
unl ess the person has provided a DNA sanpl e.

The act requires a person to provide another sanple for
DNA profiling analysis, if his or her original sanple was not
adequate for any reason. In addition, the act linmts the
effect of obtaining or placing an offender's DNA sanple in the
dat abase by m st ake.

The act requires that a mandatory fee of $160 be assessed
on any person who has committed a qualifying offense pursuant
to this act. The fee will be collected by the Departnent of
Corrections and transmtted to the Departnent of Public
Safety, in order for a DNA database fund to be established.
The fund will be used for the operation of the CODIS systens.
If an inmate refuses to pay this fee, the Departnent of
Corrections may collect the amount owed fromthe inmate's
wages or prison account.

This act mekes all DNA records and biol ogical materials
retained for the DNA profiling systemclosed records. The
records shall be considered confidential, and with limted
exceptions, cannot be disclosed. Anyone who properly obtains
the records may only use the information for certain specified
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pur poses.

The act allows individuals to request expungenment of
their DNA sanmple and profile if the court issues a dismssa
of the charges or reversal of the decision. The act sets out
the proper procedure to be used when a person requests
expungenent of his or her information and such expungenent is
granted. Wth the expungenent of information, the highway
patrol is not required to destroy evidence obtained from DNA
sanples if evidence relating to other people would be
destroyed as well. The failure or delay in expunging a
person's information; however, shall not be a reason to
suppress evi dence or change the result of his or her case.

The fee for access to public
records on a conputer shall only include the cost of the disk
used for duplication

In any suit against a public body for violation of the
Sunshi ne Law, the custodian of records cannot alter or dispose of
the records at issue. The act provides that a public body or
menber or any |aw enforcenment officer or agency is liable for any
negligent violation of the Sunshine Law. Currently, the body or
menber nmust purposely violate the Law. The act increases the
potential penalty froma maxi mum of $500 to a range of $50 to

Under this act, the state's acceptance of a felon from
anot her state into the Departnment of Corrections is
conditional on the person providing a sanple for DNA profiling
anal ysi s.

A person who is required to provide a sanple for DNA
profiling analysis, but has not provided such a sanmple, shal
do so after being notified. It is a Class A m sdeneanor for a
person subject to this act to knowingly refuse to provide a
sanpl e after being notified. This act requires individuals
who have provi ded i nadequate sanples for testing purposes to
provi de an additional sanple.

This act allows a person, whose case has been dism ssed
or conviction reversed, to request being expunged fromthe DNA

A
licensed bail bond agent cannot execute or issue appearance
bonds wi thout a valid appointment froma general bail bond
agent and without attaching to the appearance bond an executed
and prenunbered power of attorney referencing the general bali
bond agent or insurer

A bail bond agent must be licensed for two years before
being licensed as a general bail bond agent. Bail bond agents
cannot have unlicensed people soliciting or engaging in
busi ness for them A person posting a bail bond who receives
no fee is not affected by such licensing requirements. It is
a Class A nmisdeneanor to violate these |icensing requirenents.

The Department of |nsurance adm nisters and enforces this
act and the Director of the Departnent sets the anount of fees
requi red, which cannot exceed $100 every two years.

New bail bond agents and general bail bond agents nust
have at | east 20 hours of initial basic training and at | east
ei ght hours of yearly continuing education. The Depart nent
will set the amount of fees to be paid for the training, which
cannot exceed $120 for the initial basic training and $100 for
t he continuing education. After conpleting the training, the
Director will issue a two-year license for a fee of no nore
than $100.

The act requires that a person prove, along with other
requi renents, that he or she has a high school diplom or GED
in order to receive a license

In addition, applicants for general bail bond agent
licenses nust furnish proof that the applicant conpleted two
years as a bail bond agent and possesses at |east $10,000 in
liquid assets along with a duly executed assignnent of $10, 000
to the state. The Director may require additional assignhnments
of assets when the accunul ati on of unwarranted judgnents by
the general bail bond agent warrants additional funds, which
cannot exceed $25, 000.

The act requires bail bond agents to account for each
power of attorney assigned by the general bail bond agent.
The general bail bond agent mnust mmintain certain records and
provi de copies of the bail contract to certain interested
parties.

No insurer or licensee, court, or |aw enforcenment officer
shall pay a fee, give anything of value, or accept anything of
value, in order to secure a settlenent, conpronise, remn ssion
or reduction of the ampunt of any bail bond.

A licensee may accept collateral security fromthe
principal in a fiduciary capacity, which collateral shall be

returned upon final term nation of liability on the bond. The
licensee nust provide a prenumbered witten receipt and report
t he acceptance of the collateral to the general bail bond
agent. The collateral security nay be used to rei mburse the
licensee for costs associated with forfeiture. The genera
bail bond agent nust retain records relating to the use of the
collateral to reinburse the |icensee

In addition to other requirenents, an applicant who is
licensed in another state cannot have any suspensions or
revocations of a license, nust pay the same fees as resident
applicants, and conpl ete the sanme education requirenents. The
Department of |nsurance may negoti ate reci procal conpacts with
ot her states for the admi ssion of |licensed bail bond agents.

The act nodifies and creates new reasons the Director of
the Departnent of Insurance may file a conplaint with the
admi ni strative hearing conm ssion against a |icense hol der or
a person who fails to renew his or her license.

The act allows the Director to suspend or revoke a
license or enter into agreements for nonetary penalties in
lieu of formal discipline of a bail bond agent. An agent's
license can be revoked or suspended i mediately for certain
actions and will be classified as a Class C felony if the
person is convicted of such activity. The Director is also
given the power to issue a cease and desi st order or seek an
i njunction when it appears an unlicensed person is violating
this act.

The act requires the court to extend the judgnent date or
notify the Departnent of the failure to satisfy the judgment
after a six-nonth period. All bail bond agents and genera
bail bond agents shall be qualified to wite bail upon a
surety's liability in all courts of the state.

The act allows the Director of the Departnent of
I nsurance to examine and inquire into all violations of bai
bond | aw of this state and busi ness transacted by any bai
bond agent, general bail bond agent or surety recovery agent.
The Director, or an appointee, may conpel appearance and
exam ne people when investigating a matter of concern

The act requires surety recovery agents to be licensed.
The Director of the Department of |nsurance shall control the
Iicensing process and set the anount of fees required as |ong
as they do not exceed $125. Licenses for surety recovery
agents are valid for two years and the fees for the license
cannot exceed $100.

Applications for exam nation and |icensure as a surety
recovery agent are on fornms prescribed by the Departnent of
I nsurance and must be acconpani ed by proof that the applicant
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is aUScitizen and at |east 21 years old, and has a high
school diplom or GED. The conpletion of twenty hours of
initial basic training is required along with eight hours of
yearly continui ng education

The act requires the Director to issue licenses, with
limted exceptions, to surety recovery agents from ot her
jurisdictions for two years. The Departnent of |nsurance may
negoti ate reciprocal conpacts with other states for adm ssion
of licensed surety recovery agents.

The act allows a surety, or a surety recovery agent with
written authority, to apprehend a defendant anywhere within
the state before or after the forfeiture of the undertaking
Wi t hout personal liability for false inprisonment.

The act sets out provisions for renewal of surety
recovery agent licenses. The Director may refuse to renew any
license for reasons specified in the act.

The act creates reasons the Director of the Departnent of
Insurance may file a conplaint with the adm nistrative hearing
conmi ssion against a |icense holder or a person who fails to
renew his or her surety recovery agent license. Instead of
filing a conplaint with the adnministrative hearing conm ssion
the Director and surety recovery agent may enter into an
agreenent for a nonetary penalty. Also, after a finding by
the commi ssion of a violation, the surety recovery agent's
license may be suspended or revoked. The Director may al so
i ssue a cease and desist order or seek an injunction against
those appearing to act as a surety recovery agent w thout a
license.

A surety recovery agent may detain a subject in a |lawfu
manner and enter upon private or public property in order to
execut e apprehensi on of the subject, if the agent has probable
grounds to believe the subject breached the terns of the
surety agreenent. The agent may detain the subject for no
nore than 72 hours when travel time is required. The agent
may transport the subject fromstate to state, and county to
county, to a place of authorized surrender

Under this act, it is a Class D felony if a person does
not have a valid surety recovery agent |icense or bail bond
agent license and holds hinself or herself out as a licensed
agent, clainms that he or she can render such services, or

engages in fugitive recovery. |If an agent wongfully causes
damage to person or property while apprehending a person, he
or she will be liable for such danmages.

The court may forfeit the bond or order an execution
heari ng between 90 and 150 days after the person fails to
appear for trial, judgnent, or on another occasion when his or
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her presence is needed. |If the bail bond agent provides proof
that the defendant is incarcerated or that it is physically
i npossi ble for the defendant, bail bond agent, or surety to
satisfy conditions of the bond, the bail bond agent or surety
shall be released fromliability and all noney and property
deposited with the court shall be returned within ten days.

On application of the surety filed within one year of the
paynment of final judgnent, the court shall order rem ssion of
100% of the bond amount to the surety under certain
condi tions.

The act establishes that a defendant shall be surrendered
wi t hout the return of the premiumfor the bond if the
i ndemmitor attests in witing the desire to be released or if
the agent discovers the defendant is guilty of certain
activities. Upon forfeiture of the bond, the court may order
that the defendant's driver's |license be suspended until such
time as the defendant has satisfied the forfeiture.

This act assesses
an additional two points to a person's driver's license for
any violation that occurs in a school zone. An additional 4
poi nts shall be assessed to the person's l|license when a
violation | eads to personal injury.

The act allows DESE to wi thhold fornula funds from any
school district that fails to submt a conprehensive schoo
i nprovenent plan based upon the standards and tinme |ines
established by the act until such district submits their
i mprovenent pl an.

their own occupancy do not need to obtain a |license.

The act delineates the requirements for obtaining a
license. The applicant nust conplete a training program
approved by the Comnm ssion and nust obtain a passing grade on
an exam nation which will ascertain whether the applicant has
adequate skills and know edge pertaining the hone installation
profession. The applicant nust also pay all applicable fees.
The applicant nust al so show proof of a certificate of
i nsurance for workers' conpensation insurance and show proof
of general liability insurance in an anmpunt of $300, 000.

The act allows the Commission to waive the training and
exam nation requirenments for honme installers who have |icenses
fromother states with simlar |icensing requirenents.

The act allows the Commission to issue a linited use
installer license to a person who has not net the training and
exam nation requirenments of the act. The linmted |licensee may
install homes under licensed supervision and nust pass the
requi red exam nation before attaining a full |icense.

The act provides for the renewal of an installer |icense.
The Commi ssion may suspend a person's license for failure to
carry the required workers' conpensation coverage or genera
liability insurance coverage. The Commi ssion may al so grant
i nactive status to a |licensee.

The act provides penalties for fraudulently obtaining a
license, committing a crinme relating to the honme installation
prof ession, violating orders of the Conm ssion, or violating
installation standards provided by the act. A person who
vi ol ates these provisions may have their |icense revoked or
suspended. Decisions to revoke or suspend a hone installer's
license are subject to judicial review

The act allows the Commri ssion to investigate conplaints
agai nst honme installers and allows the Comri ssion to seek a
restraining order or wit of mandanus in the nanme of the state
agai nst persons who is violating any provisions of this act or
order of the Comm ssion

Under the act, the Conmi ssion nmust require installers to
install hones in accordance with the installation instructions
approved by the United States Departnent of Housi ng and Urban
Devel opnent and provided by the manufacturer of the
manuf actured hone. The Conmi ssion shall adopt standards for
t he proper installation of manufactured homes. Licensed
installers shall purchase installation stickers fromthe
Conmi ssion and shall affix such sticker to the manufactured
home upon conpletion of the installation. The Com ssion
shal | inspect a percentage of installed manufactured hones
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consi stent with federal requirenents.

The act requires the Comrission to inplenment a process to
address installation-rel ated di sputes anmong manuf acturers,
deal ers and licensed installers. The Commi ssion may inpl enment
the provisions of this act using its own enpl oyees,
i ndependent contractors, or though other private or public
entities. All fees collected pursuant to this act shall be
deposited in the Manufactured Housi ng Fund.

subsequent purchaser, in the case of a transferred credit. An
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exception to this is made in the case of contribution based
credits. These credits are obtained differently from other
credits. Contribution based credits are given to the a
contributor who donates noney to a specific program The state
policy is the pronotion of the program and thus reporting is the
duty of the recipient of the contribution and not the recipient
of the credit. Additionally, the act requires that a taxpayer
receiving a credit be nmade aware of the future reporting

requi renents prior to issuance

(3) Inplenments a conpliance systemfor reporting. Failure
to nmeet the annual reporting requirements will result in
graduated penalties. A six nonth grace period and at |east one
notice by certified mail to the | ast known address of the
t axpayer is included. Penalties also acconpany fraud in the
application process. |If fraud is found by a court of conpetent
jurisdiction, a one hundred percent penalty will be incurred.

Penal ti es are assessed agai nst a nonconpliant taxpayer as of the
end of the taxpayer's taxable year and due and owi ng as of the

| ast date of filing of the taxpayer's return. Further collection
procedures follow the existing collection procedures for incone

t axes.

(4) Requires that prior to approval of any tax credit
application, an adm nistering agency shall verify through the
departnment of revenue that the tax credit applicant does not owe
any delinquent taxes, including penalties and interest. Such
del i nquency will not affect the approval of the application for
such tax credits, except that the anopunt of credits issued are
reduced by the applicant's tax delinquency.

(5) Requires two nonths notice to the state whenever nore
than a million income tax credits are going to be redeenmed. The
noti ce nmust come prior to the assessnent of tax liability (the
date when inconme tax liability is actually fixed, due and ow ng)
whenever a large sum of credits are going to be clained against a
taxpayer's income tax liability. The act provides that an early
filing of tax liability will count as notice so long as it is at

El ectrical corporations are not allowed under this act to
col l ect energy cost adjustnents for a period exceeding three
years unless it has been explicitly permtted to do so by the
Commi ssion. Once the corporation has begun collecting costs
under such an agreenent, the corporation shall not discontinue
the use of an energy adjustnent clause unless it has been
explicitly permtted to do so by the Comn ssion

Nothing in this act allows corporations to avoid any rate
freeze, noratorium or other commtnents nmade in connection wth
a prior proceeding settlenment. And nothing shall be construed as
l[imting the authority of the PSC to review and consider fuel and
pur chased energy costs.

The Comnmi ssion may take into account any reduction in
busi ness risk to an electrical corporation resulting fromthe
energy adjustment clause in setting the electrical corporation's
allowed return in any rate proceeding.

di agnosed with a serious nmental illness that appears to be a
contributing factor to the crinme. The act states the
procedure to be used for the assessments and services provi ded
to of f enders/ parol ees.

This act does not apply to i nmates who refuse treatnment,
failed in prior courses of substance abuse treatnent while on
parol e and remain unanenable to such treatnent, or are serving
terms or have past convictions for dangerous fel onies.

This act creates the "Rehabilitati on Fund", which
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requi res each of fender under supervision of the parole board
to pay a nonthly rehabilitation fee of $25 or $300 annually.

The Department of Corrections and the Department of
Ment al Heal th meke the rules and regul ati ons necessary to
i mpl enent and administer this act.
